In accordance with an order of the Public Service Commission of the 
State ol Missouri, full text ol which we append herewith, the City Light and 
Traction Company is authorized to put into effect October 1st a new sched­ 
ule of fates for railway transportation in Sedalia as follows: 


ADULTS 6 CENTS. 
Children (Over six and under 12 years of age) 3 CENTS. 
Due to the tact, however, that the Commissioner’s order was not receiv­ 
ed in our office until the morning of the 30th, and believing that the public 
should have full notice and information in this matter, we have decided to 
defer putting the new street car fare into effect until 12 o’clock midnight 
on the night of the 2nd, which of course, will effect our patrons beginning 
with the first car on the morning of the 3rd of October. 


Until that time the old rate of fare, namely 5c, with present ticket 
privileges, for adults and children will be in effect, but no tickets will be 
sold at the old rate after midnight on the night of the 30th of September. All 
tickets outstanding, both for children and adults, up to midnight of the night 
of October 2nd, will be redeemable at our office at the full value under the old 
late, hut will not he accepted in payment of fare after that time. 


For the convenience of our patrons a new ticket will be issued which 
will lie sold at the rate of 6c for adults and 3c for children, in any quantities, 
at our office, but there will be no advantage in possessing these tickets oth­ 
er than the convenience it will afford in making it unnecessary for patrons 
to handle odd pennies. The ticket rate and the cash fare rate for children 
and adults will be the same after midnight of October 2,1919. 


We are not putting the new order into effect as of October 1st as au­ 
thorized by the Commission, because we desire that the matter be thor­ 
oughly advertised and understood by our patrons in order that the least 
amount of confusion and inconvenience may result. We earnestly solicit the 
co-operation of our patrons in the matter of putting the new rate into ef­ 
fect after midnight October 2, 1919.

At this time of the year there is always 
prevalent more or less typhoid fever where the 
milk and water conditions are not first class.
